"In my last message I said: 'The power of the Government to protect the integrity 


of the elctions of its own officials is inherent and has been recognized and affirmed by re- + 
peated declarations of the Supreme Court 
There is no enemy of free government more 4> 


dangerous and none so insidious as the corruption of the elecorate. No one defends or ex- + 
cuses corruption, and it would seem to follow that none would oppose vigorous measures + 
to eradicate it 
I recommend the enactment of a law directed against bribery and corrup- + 


tion in Federal elections. The details of such a law may be safely left to the wise discre- + 
tjan of the Congress, but it should go as far as under the Constitution it is possible to go, + 
and shcmld include severe penalties against him who gives or deceives a bribe intended to + 
influence his act or opinion as an elector, and provisions for the publication, not only of + 
the expenditures for nominations and elections of all candidates, but also of all contnbu- + 
tions received and expenditures made by political committeea.' 
+ 


"I desire to repeat this recommendation. In political campaigns In a country as large + 


and populous as ours, it is inevitable that there should be much expense of an entirely + 
legitimate kind. *This, of course, means that many contributions, and some of them of + 
large size, must be made, and, as a matter of fact, in any big political contest such contri-. + 
butions are always made to both sides. It Is entirely proper both to give and receive + 
them, unless there is an improper motive connected with either the gift or reception. If + 
they are extorted by any kind of pressure or promise, express or Implied, direct or indirect, + 
in the way of favor or immunity, then the giving or receiving becomes not only Improper + 
but criminal.

"It will undoubtedly be difficuSt as a matter of practical detail to shape an act which •> 


shall guard with reasonable assurance against such misconduct; but If it Is possible to + 
secure by law the full and verified publication in detail of all the sums contributed to and + 
expended by the candidates or committees of any political parties, the result cannot but be + 
wholesome.

"All contributions by corporations to any political committee, or for any political + 


purpose, should be forbidden by law; directors should not be permitted to use stock- + 
holders' money for such purposes j and, moreover, a prohibition of this kind would be, so + 
far as it went, an effective method of stopping the evils aimed at In corrupt practice acts. + 


"Not only should both the National and th« several State legislatures forbid any e> 


officer of a corporation from using the money of the corporation In or about election, but + 
they should also 'forbid such use of money in connection with any legislation save by the + 
employment of counsel in public,manner for jdistinctljkletfal servlcesJ* — ,FronuEre«idenl -«>

UNION PACIFIC 


MADISON, 
WIs., Dec. 6.—Governor 


Robert M. La Follette appeared today 
before the joint body of the Wisconsin 
Legislature, called in extraordinary ses- 
sion, and personally read his message. 
He was cordially received. A large crowd 
was In attendance. 


RAILROAD RATES. 


Four recommendations were made In 


the message regarding the revision of 
the railroad-rate commission law. In the 
first he recommends that the commission 
be authorized to prescribe 
a uniform. 


system of keeping accounts of the busi- 
ness transacted in Wisconsin by the rail- 
roads, and that all roads'should bo re- 
quired to file with tho commission from 
time to time reports of their Income. 
He wants separate accounts kept of tho 
business done by the roads in this state 
and other states, aa well ns an account 
showing the value of each railroad In 
this State. 


His second recommendation 
provides 


that the law be so amended that special 
mileage 
tickets, 
commutation 
tickets 


excursion tickets and party tickets can 
be issued at less than the regular rates 
for th e Natio nal G uard and G, A. R. 
encampments, 
students, 
homeseekers, 


etc. 


His third recommendation provides for 


additional power by the commission to 
investigate rates. 


His fourth recommendation gives the 


commission power to decide what safe- 
guards shall bo erected at any railroad 
crossing in this State. 


RAILROAD TAXES. 


Regarding railroad taxes, the Governor 


says that $1,144,309 in railroad taxes Is 
now due the State, the payment of which 
has been held up by legislation. He Bays 
that the holding up of Just taxes b> 
the railroads Is a serious embarrassmen 
to the State and had the taxes been paid 
the State tax levy would not have bfeen 
necessary. He recommends that legisla- 
tion be enacted at once which In 
th' 


future will compel the prompt payment 
of all railroad taxes, leaving the railroad 
the right to recover such taxes if It 
shall be found that they were unjust or 
wrongfully collected. 


ELECTION LAWS. 


The Governor pays considerable atten- 


tion to the primary election law and 
points out that the strongest point that 
can be made by the opposition to this 
enactment is the fact that a candidate 
may be nominated under the present law 
by less than a majority vote. 
He sug- 


gests that provision be made by amend- 
ing the law so as to enable the voter at 
the primary to Indicate upon tho ballot 
his first and second choice of the can- 
didates presented for each office. 


In the event that no candidate has 


received a majority of the first-choice 
votes, then the second-choice votes could 
be counted, resulting in a nomination by 
majority vote. 
The plan recommended

Business Office and Publishing House, 413-417 Eighth St, Oakland, 
Roosevelt's Railroad 
Rate Suggestions 


The President's Message is too voluminous a document to be 


generally reviewed in a short article or digested on the spur of the 
moment. It abounds in useful suggestions presented in vigorous 
language, but in temperate tone 
It is a comprehensive state paper 


marked throughout by a conservative sense of responsibility and by 
a sincere desire to correct existing abuses without causing financial 
or industrial dislocation. 


Naturally, what he has to say in regard to railroad rate legisla- 


tion will excite greater interest than any other part of his Message. 
The questions involved are both economic and constitutional to an 
overshadowing degree 
Whether it is consistent with wisdom and 


the provisions of the Federal Constitution to vest the power to fix 
rates in the Interstate Commerce Commission, is a question of far- 
reaching moment, both economically and politically. 
Whether 


Congress has the power to delegate such sweeping authority is a 
question for legal determination. But if it exists, the wisdom of 
delegating it is for legislative prudence to decide. The extent of 
the powers it is proposed to delegate is also a matter for thoughtful 
and dispassionate consideration. The public generally is convinced 
that some degree of control and regulation is. absolutely necessary. 


The President treats rebates, discrimination, combination, over- 


capitalization and transportation exploitation for speculative pur- 
poses as one question. He treats it with frankness and calmness. 
What he is striving to accomplish is what nineteen out of every 
twenty citizens earnestly desire. These initial paragraphs set forth 
the kernel of the President's recommendations and the abuses they 
are intended to rectify: 


"The Department of Justice has, for the last four years, devoted 


more attention to the enforcement of anti-trust legislation than an 
thing else. Much has been accomplished; particularly marked has 
been the moral effect of the prosecutions, but it is increasingly evi- 
dent that there will be a very insufficient beneficial result in the way 
of economic change. The successful prosecution of one device to 
evade the law immediately develops another device to accomplish 
the same purpose. 


"What is needed is not sweeping prohibition of every arrange- 


ment, good or bad, which may tend to restrict competition, but such 
adequate supervision and regulation as will prevent any restriction 
of competition from being to the detriment of the public—as well 
as such supervision and regulation as will prevent other abuses in 
no way connected with restriction of competition. 


"Of these abuses, perhaps the chief, although by no means the 


only one, is overcapitalization—generally itself the result of dis- 
honest promotion—because of the myriad evils it brings in its train; 
for^such overcapitalization often means an inflation that invites 
business panic; it always conceals the true relation of the 
profit 


earned to the capital actually invested, and it creates a burden of 
interest payments which is a fertile cause of improper reduction in 
or limitation of wages; it damages the small investor, discourages 
thrift, and encourages gambling and speculation; while perhaps 
worst of all is the trickiness and dishonesty which it implies for 
harm to morals is worse than any possible harm to material inter- 
ests, and the debauchery of politics and business by great dishonest 
corporations is far worse than any actual material evil they do the 
public. 


"Until the National Government obtains, in some manner which 


the wisdom of the Congress may suggest, proper control over the 
big corporations engaged in interstate commerce—that is, over the 
great majority of the big corporations—it will be Impossible to deal 
adequately with these evils." 


xThis will appeal to every thoughtful citizen both as a correct 


analysis and a penetrating conception of the duty of Congress 
The 


President's idea is that the Interstate Commerce Commission should 
nx rates in emergencies only and that the rates so fixed shall stand 
till adjudicated by the courts This would place the railroads in the 
attiude of appealing to the courts for equity protection against un- 
just administrative action, submitting to it in the meantime—a 
revejgal of the general practice of our system and the common law 
rtfle in such cases 


Much Ado About Nothing 


Is there a carnival of crime m Oakland? What are the evi- 


dences that a condition exists in this city calling for a moral crusade 
to purify the social and political atmosphere? What specific proof 
is presented to substantiate the hysterical assertions that vice and 
crime are rampant in Oakland, and that the police force is unwilling 
or incompetent to cope with the situation ? 


Let us have a bill of particulars, something definite on which 


to base so grave an indictment of the community and the local ad- 
ministration of justice. 


Let us reason together in truth and soberness, taking facts, and 


not loose general charges, as the basis of conclusion. Preaching a 
moral crusade implies a supreme necessity calling for the mobiliza- 
tion of the forces of decency and civic righteousness on a war foot- 
ing to combat the cohorts of evil. Does such a necessity exist in 
this city? There are no external evidences of it. If such be the 
fact, it has escaped the attention of persons whose business it is to be 
informed of the night life as well as the day life of the city. While 
there is a seamy side to the life of every comrriumty, the seamy side 
here is not specially in evidence, and it is ridiculous to assert that 
Oakland is overrun with the vicious element. 


Apparently the city is as quiet, so far as vicious practices are 


concerned, as it has been at any time during the last ten years. Sev- 
eral sensational crimes have been recently committed in this county, 
"but Oakland has not been the scene of them, nor can they be charged 
to the inefficiency of the Oakland police. The crimes committed in 
Berkeley, Alameda and Fruitvale cannot be charged up to Oakland. 
However, the criminals have in nearly every instance been captured 
and are now in the hands of the courts. 


There is always a certain amount of vice and crime in every 


community, but there is no excess of it here. The midnight closing 
ordinance is generally obeyed, though there are doubtless occasional 
violations of it, and the all-night restaurants are models of virtue and 
decorum compared to those of San Francisco. It is not true that 
the streets are unsafe for women to traverse after nightfall. 
Un- 


fortunately we have some blackguards and criminals in our midst, 
W they are not more numerous or bolder here than elsewhere in 
similar communities. In short, Oakland is not in the need of the 
moral regeneration so hysterically declared to be necessary. 


Before joining in a general villification of the town that is de- 


cidedly injurious to its business and reputation, people should pause 
and inquire what facts they have to go upon—what proofs there are 
to sustain the charge we are sending forth to the outside world that 
the town is a sink of iniquity. Before starting in on a general clean- 
up, let us ascertain where the dirty places are and the amount of 
cleaning necessary. In other words, let us proceed about our own 
business calmly, methodically and with some degree of accurate 
knowledge of what we are doing and why we are doing it. Before 
invoking bell, book and candle in a devil's exorcism, the sober, com- 
mon sense of the community should take Its bearings and chart the 
situation. Making much ado about nothing is both silly and hurt- 
fa! to material and jnorat interests of the dty. 


Franklin K. Lane can count himself a lucky individual. When. 


he ran a bad third in the San Francisco mayoralty race two yeafs 
ago, falling 7000 votes behind his Republican competitor and 14000 
behind the union labor candidate, he seemed down and out for good 
so far as political preferment in California was concerned. Never- 
theless he has managed to keep himself from being lost in the shuffle 
and comes out of the deal with one of the most lucrative and im- 
portant appointments in the gift of the President: Ho'has obtained 
this, too, from an Administration hostile in politics and despite the 
party law which dictates the selection of a Republican for the place 
on the Interstate Commerce Commission he has been chosen to fill. 
But if Mr. Lane is a lucky man he is also a clean one personally and 
politically, and has a fair share of ability. So far as the railroads 
are concerned, he is an unknown quantity to the people of this State. 
He has never been known as a pro-railroad man, but he has never 
antagonized the railroads. He is apparently what the President de- 
scribes him to be, neither for nor against the railroads, but a man 
desirous of doing the fair thing 
Politics aside, Mr. Lane's Appoint- 


ment will be a popular one in California, where his phenomenal run 
for Governor in a bad year for Democrats is still remembered with 
admiration. It will be recalled also that Mr. Lane broke all pre- 
cedents in his stumping campaign by lauding President Roosevelt 
m all his speeches. The praise he gave to the President so unstint- 
edly in 1902 probably was no bar to the signal preferment that has 
lately come to him.

John Barrett, American Minister to Colombia, takes exception 


to a. statement in a criticism published in THE OAKLAND TRIB- 
UNE, which was reproduced in these columns, to the effect that he 
had said in a speech delivered at the meeting of the Transmississippi 
Congress, in Portland, "that China might import $5 worth of foreign 
goods per capita." 
Mr Barrett says that what he really did say 


was "that if China's -foreign commerce, including both Imports and 
exports, amounts in twenty years from now to,only $5 per capita 
which should not be too large, * * her total trade would amount 
to several hundred millions per year." The "Chronicle" took the 
liberty of remarking, apropos of THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE'S 
representation, that Mr. Barrett presented an aggravated case of 
"Colonel Sellersism," but now it begs leave to say that he reminds 
one more of the celebrated Mr.,Bunsby, immortalized by Dickens 
There is no doubt whatever that "if" China's foreign commerce 
ever reaches $5 per capita, her total trade will amount to several 
hundred millions per year, but the rub comes on the "if." 
The 


United States and Germany have each been a long while building 
up an external trade of a couple of billions a year; it took us a 
century to pass the mark, and the Germans required still more time 
to do so, yet our optimistic friend Barrett' thinks the backward 
Chinese will accomplish the feat in twenty years.—San Francisco

the business. He used-to do Liany. queer 
stunts with the view of drawing- the 
attention of his opponent while In the 
ring. 


One time. McCarthy pulled oft a clever 
trick: on an unsuspecting youngster who 
was bbxing with him before a New Torn 
club. This fellow was a strong, husky 
youngster, and he was handing- it to Bull 
pretty stiff. 
Bull studied the fellow-for 
a little while, and found him awkward 
and hard t ogat at 
They had boxed sev- 
eral -rounds; and It was going rather 
strong: against .McCarthy. At the end. of 
one of tfio rounds Bull went back to his 
corner with a smile on his face, although 


ha had been getting some hard cracks. 
The smile wae caused by the fact that 
the .lacing of one of McCarthy's shoes 
had become loosened, and this .fact had 
given Bull an Idea had) to end the flght 
if he could get away with'the trick. 


A MOST AUD1CIOUS TRI'CK. 


McCarthy was careful not to • let on 
to anyone what he had In his mind. He 
did not even tip off his seconds us to 
what he was going to do. The bell rang, 
and then McCarthy, walking -to the cen- 
ter of the mat, pulled oft one of the, most 
audacious tricks ever seen in a1 ring, and, 
catching his man 
completely 
off hia 
guard, knocked him out. 
As McCarthy 
walked from his corner to the middle of 
the ring, he appeared to-notice for the 
first time that the lace of his shoe was 
untlghtened.. Just as the two men were 
about to square off, he stopped ' stock 
still, and, leaning over, started to tie the 
shoe lace. The other man and the ref- 
eree were completely taken back: 
The 
referee stood still to one side, .and the 
other flghter sort of folded1 his arms, 
waiting for McCarthy

task. 
The big crowd was all Intent on what 
McCarthy was doing, .and' it would have 
been possible almost to havo heard- a pin 
drop. "Without a moment's warning, Mc- 
Carthy, who had been taking in the sit- 
uation from-one corner of his eye,. gath- 
ered all his. strength and got himself 
poised on his toes, suddenly rose-to his 
full height, and, sending his right fist on 
the jaw of his opponent, who was daxed 
for the instant, • landed a fearful blow 
and dropped the unsuspecting fighter 
like a log.

"I realize that this Is a gathering of 


men who are, in one way or another, 
specialists, and I shall not undertake to 
instruct any one of my hearers in his 
specialty, whether it be orchard, or vine- 
yard, wine or raisin malting, the market- 
ing of fruit products or the study of 
plant and tree diseases 
All I shall at- 


tempt to do is to talk to you about the 
general economic aspects of our great 
fruit industry, and then add something 
In regard to the efforts which the State 
and Federal governments 'are makins to 
promote it 


VALUE TO STATE. 


"No one knows just what the value Is 


to California of this great industry, be- 
cause there are no complete statistics, 
although It is by common consent agreed 
that It constitutes our largest single in- 
terest 
In the census of 1900 the value 


of tno fruit products of the United States 
was given at S131 000,000, of which Cali- 
fornia cla'med 528000000, 
o>- 21'fc per 


cent 
These 
figuies 
were 
sufficient 


to show how far California had out- 
stripped every other Stato, for New York, 
the next largest producer, contributed 
less than 516 000 000 
But these figures 


are six years old. 
One expert now es- 


timates 
California's fruit products 
at 


$60,000,000, 
wnile 
another 
competent 


Judge places the figure at $80,000,000. 


"During the shipping season Just closed 
thera have been forwarded mors than 
SOOO carloads, of deciduous fruits, which 
went to 135 eastern cities, from which It 
was re-distributed so widely that there 
was scarcely a town in the Northern 
States in which the Inhabitants could not 
enjoy fresh California fruit 


"But the magnitude of this movement 
of fresh fruits, great as It is, will be far 
outdone this year by the trade in citrus 
fruits, just commencing. More than 30,000 
carloads of oranges and lemons were sent 
to eastern markets last season, the value 
amounting to not far from $15,000,000, 
and even thla wonderful record -will be 
surpassed during the coming year. Ada 
to these figures 4000 carloads of rnJsIne, 
55001 carloads of prunes, 600 or 600 car- 
loads of walnuts, the canned and dried 
fruit, and the wine and the brandy, and 
you will have a quantltlve measure of 
the fruit industry of the State. 


FRUIT PRODUCERS. 


"Tho fruit producers of California have 


already conquered so many difficulties 
that there is reason to believe they Rill 
continue to win success, and, although 
excessive expansion Is to be deprecated I 
as 
dangerous, further development, if I 


Judiciously managed, is probably ,-LS safe 
as most business Investments The whole 
question Is one of education. 
We will 
have all of the market we need when we 
succeed In convincing consumers that 
they need the articles which California 
alone can produce, or can produce In 
greater perfection than any other region. I 
In the natural order of events demand' 
and supply will be equalized, and the 
regions in which fruit growing will be 
prosperous will be those In which fruit 
can be produced at lowest cost and of 
the finest quality, because in fruit, more 
than In most other things, quality Is 
something about which everybody Is par- 
ticular. And here is where we will win 


in the competition, thanks to th« Cali- 
fornia climate and soil, supplemented by 
the greater intelligence of our horticul- 
tural Ists. 


"Now about the relation of the gov- 


ernment to the horticultural and other 
farm industries 
You all know how rap- | 


idly In this country our conceptions of I 
the value of argicultural education end! 
ol research and of expariment ha%-e en- ! 
larged. And you all know that the De- ! 
partment of Agriculture has grown faster! 
than any other of the departments of the ] 
Federal government. And I am glad to | 
say that in the head of that department, I 


j the Hon. James Wilson, California has a i 
very good friend. 
Mr Wilson has sent! 


us the leading expert of the country tu 
investigate the pear blight which threat- I 
ens the Bartlett pear industry, and thai 
expert has carte blanche to do every- 
thing which may be needed, or which he i 
can devise, to assist us in combatting the 
disease. 


PLANT INTRODUCTION. 


"You 
have all heard of the plant in- 


troduction" garden of the Department of 
Agriculture, 
recently 
established 
at 


Chico. 
The department each jear im- 
ports 1000 or 1500 new plants, scouring 
the world for them, ana as some place 
^as needed to test their \alue and to 
acclimatize them an introduction firm 
was established In California because a 
greater \arietj of things -will nour'sh in 
our soil and climate than elsewhere 
It 
is natural to assume that if the new 
Introductions will acclimatize here this 
State will be the first to derhe ad- 
vantage from those which prove to be 
valuable. 


"The thrld advantage I -will mention 


Is the establishment of an experimental 
date farm on the Colorado river 
Africa 


and Asia are blng- ransacked for date 
plants to be tested on the farm, a.nd the I 
possibilities are immense. It Is a fact! 
and not merely a theory that dates will' 
grow in California, and all that la neces- 
sary to create a valuable new industry 
Is to discover the right varieties and the 
most favorable districts in which to grow 
them. In the same liberal manner Sec- 
retary Wilson has come to our assistance 
in this Smyrna fig industry and In soil 
surveys, Irrigation investigations,

CHARGES MADE. 


Prom the evidence produced before

Holmes, a capitalist, to prevent the 
railway company from obtaining the 
necessary signatures. 


Mr. Holmes Is accused by the rep- 


resentatives of the railway company 
of circulating the statement that he 
was to be paid a consideration, or that 
other persons on the street would be 
paid a consideration, If they signed 
the petition. 


The sums of money 
which 
Mr. 


Holmes intimated could be gotten out 
of the railway company ranged from 
$300 to $900. 


The Portuguese residents of this vi- 


cinity wished to vetlfy the statement 
that the railway company was paying 
for signatures to the petition and re- 
fused to sign any document.

that knockers of his kind were of no 
use to the community, and the sooner 
they dropped dead th« better for the 
city. 


"The neighbor* of Mr. Holmes told 


me on several occasions that he was 
circulating the story that he had been 
offered sums ranging from 
$800 
to 


$900 for hi) name. It took a great deal 
of time for Mr. Engs and I to con- 
vince these people that there was no 
truth In those statement!. All the 
signatures that we now have are bona- 
flde signature!." 


Councilman Elliot wished to hear 


from some of the petitioners. "We 
have hea^d from the Protestants," laid 
Elliot, "and I think that we ought to 
hear from some one In that commun- 
ity who Is in favor of It." 


D. S. Deecomlers then epoke In be- 


half of the petitioners. 
H« «ald: "I 


am aure that seven-eighths of the peo- 
ple In my community are In favor of 
granting ths railroad a franchise. If 
It were put to a vote of th« people In 
that vicinity there would be no ques- 
tion aa to how It would result."

"The first thing to do is to deal with the great corporations engaged in the business of 


interstate tiansportation. As I said in my message of December 6th last, the immediate 
and most pressing need, so far as legislation is concerned, is the enactment into law of 
some scheme to secure to the agents of the Government such supervision and regula- 
tion of the rates charged by the railroads of the country engaged in interstate traffic as 
shall summarly and effectively prevent the imposition of i^just or unreasonable 
rates. 


It must include putting a complete stop to rebates in every shape and form. This power 
to regulate rates, like all similar powers over the business world, should be exercised 
with moderation, caution, and self-restraint, but it should exist so that it can be effect- 
ively exercised when the need arises 


' The first consideiation to be kept in mind is that the power should be 
affirmative 


and should be gn en to some administrate e body created by the Congress 
If given to 


the piesent Intel state Commerce 
Commission of to a reorganized Interstate Com- 


merce Commission, such commission should be made unequivocally administrative. 


' I do not believe in the Government interfering with private business more than is 


necessary I do not believe in the Government undertaking any work which can with 
propriety be left in private hands 
But neither do I believe in the Government flinching 


from overseeing any work when it becomes evident that abuses are sure to obtain there- 
in unless there is governmental supervision 
It is not my province to indicate the ex^ct

"In my last message I said 
The 


power of the Government to protect 
the Integrity of the elections of Its own 
officials is inherent and has been rec- 
ognized and affirmed by repeated dec- 
larations of the Supreme Court There 
is no enemy of free government more 
dangerous and none eo insidious as the 
corruption of tha electorate 
No one 


defends or excuses corruption, and It 
vrould seem to follow that none would 
oppose vigorous measures to eradi- 
cate It. I recommend the enactment 
of a law directed against bribery and 
corruption in Federal elections 
The 


details of such a law may oe safely 
left to the wise discretion of the Con- 
gress, but tt should go as far as under 
the Constitution It Is possible to go 
and should Include severe penalties 
against him who gives or receives a 
bribe Intended to influence his act or 
opinion as an elector, and provisions 
for the publication not only of the 
expenditures for nominations and elec- 
tions of all candidates but also of til 
contributions received and expendi- 
tures made by political committees ' 


"I desire to repeat this recommenda- 


tion. In political campaigns tn & coun- 
try as large and oooulous as ours, it is 
inevitable that there should be much 
expense of an entirely legitimate kind. 
This, of course, means that many con- 
tributions, and some of them of large 
size, must be made, and, a* • matter of

essibie to the officer or employee by 
eason of his official position.

hould be. It Is Impossible, no matter 
ow much care is used, to prevent the 
ccasional appointment to the public 
ervlce of a man who when tempted 
iroves unfaithful; 
but every means 


hould be provided to detect and ev-

His crime is a crime against 


very honest man in the Nation, for 
t is a crime against the whole body 
politic.

aithful service to the people. There

FOREST POLICY.

MISSISSIPPI LEVEES. 


"Seven years ago my lamented pre 


decessor, President McKinley, statei 
Phat the time had come for the Na 
tion to care for the graves of

Confederate dead. I recommend tha 
the Congress take action towards thi 
end. The first need Is to take charg 
of the graves' of the Confederate dea< 
who died in Northern, prisons.
